Primary Election 
Tuesv May 18 

This year’s primary election bal¬ 
lot will contain names of seven 
candidates for the Democratic nom¬ 
ination for U, S. President and 
two for the Republican nomina¬ 
tion. There are also eight Demo¬ 
cratic competitors for the U. S. 
Senate seat held by Republican J. 
Glenn Beall Jr., who is unopposed 
in the primary. 

In the Fifth Congressional Dist¬ 
rict, incumbent Democrat Gladys 
Noon Spellman has two challeng¬ 
ers, Richard E. Lee and Thomas 
J. Mooney. The Republican primary 
will see John Burcham, Jonathan 
Stanley, Frederick Taylor, and Lee 
Emery fighting for the honor to 
oppose Mrs. Spellman in Novem¬ 
ber. . 

The polls will be open on Tu'es- 
day. May 18, between the hours of 
7 a.m. and 8 p,m. Greenbelt vot¬ 
ers have three polling places: Cen¬ 
ter School (third precinct); North 
End School (sixth precinct); and 
Springhill Lake Elementary School 
(eighth precinct). 

On the ballot for the Democrat¬ 
ic nomination for President are 
the leading contenders Edmund C. 
Brown, Jimmy Carter, Henry M. 
Jackson, Morris E. Udall, and Ge¬ 
orge C. Wallace and two others: 
Fred D. Harris and Ellen McCor¬ 
mack. On the* Republican side, 
President Gerald R. Ford is oppos¬ 
ed by Ronald Reagan, 

For the Senate scat, the main 

Democratic contest is between for¬ 
mer Senator Joseph D. Tydings and 
Paul S. Sarbanes. Others running 
are, William A. Albaugh, Roy L, 
Chambers, Monroe Cornish, Walter 
C. Finch, Edward L. Gates, and 
David E. Shaw. 

Democratic voters will also 
choose five delegates to the Na¬ 
tional Convention and Republican 
voters will choose three delegates. 
Two Greenbelters are running as 
delegates — Joanne Becker in the 
Democratic primary for Udall and 
Eunice Coxon in the Republican 
for Ford. 

Voters can only participate in 
the primary of the party in which 
they are registered. Independents 
( unaffiliated) may not vote in pri¬ 
maries. 

Democratic registration in the 
city of Greenbelt exceeds Repub¬ 
lican registration by nearly 3 to 1, 
the same margin as two years ago. 
About 5,260 Democrats are * regis¬ 
tered in the three precincts and 
1,794 Republicans. Excluding the 
unaffiliated, there are 2,509 voters 
registered at Center School, 2,085 
at North End, and 2,489 at Spring- 
hill Lake.

Journal Features 
Greenbelt Article 

Greenbelters might find of in¬ 
terest an article that appeared in 
the Prince George’s Journal of Ap¬ 
ril 29, 1976. Entitled “Greenbelt: 
The Oldest New Community Ar¬ 
ound,” the article describes the 
unique features of the town and 
includes reactions of many resi¬ 
dents interviewed. Also included 
are pictures of local attractions and 
cartoons, including one reproduced 
from an early issue of the News 
Review dealing with the formation 
of the cooperative housing project. 

The author of the article, Luis 
A. Luna, thought one of the dis¬ 
tinct features of Greenbelt is that 
it is still one of the few planned 
communities where “you can get 
whatever you want without going 
top far from home.” The role of 
the center mall is noted, as well 
as the many-featured, large rec¬ 
reation program sponsored by the 
city. 

Part of the article deals with 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. and the cen¬ 
tral role it plays in the life of the 
city . Extolled is its design which 
one person interviewed termed “the 
best retirement community ever 
invented. It’s well laid out and easy 
to walk around in.” 

Also quoted were some critics of 
the co-op who accused GHI of 
neglecting to keep up the old struc¬ 
tures. The GHI manager quoted 
in reply that improvements must 
be approved by members, and “if 
we don’t start a reclaiming pro¬ 
gram soon seme homes will be be¬ 
yond saving.”

PERENNIAL RECREATION QUESTION- 
TO CHARGE OR ROT TO CHARGE

To charge, or not to charge — that seems to be the question' 
that the Greenbelt city council feels must be answered with ref¬ 
erence to public recreation activities. This was a good part of 
the discussion at the budget workshop meeting of the council on 
Wednesday, May 5, at least; although it was an unresolved mat¬ 
ter about which no particularly strong feelings were expressed. 


The proposed recreation budget 
increases were of no surprise to 
anyone, constituting primarily an 
expansion to the first full year’s 
operation of the new Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center, although 
the budget as submitted to council 
contains a few disappointments 
for the recreation department di¬ 
rector, Hank Irving. * 

As Irving himself explained to 
council, some of the items he had 
originally included in his submis¬ 
sion to the city manager, James 
Giese, were understandably deleted 
in the final submission to council. 
“As soon as I heard that there was 
a $15,000 loss in revenue-sharing 
fund from the Federal government, 
I said to myself 'Oh, Oh, there goes 
the turning wall that we wanted 
constructed in the swimming pool’ ”, 
Irving said.

He had also wanted a separate 
maintenance crew and budget for 
the recreation-activity related 
pai*ks areas such as the ball fields. 
“In fact,” he stated, “I feel strong 
ly that parks and recreation should 
be combined into one department. 

Giese responded that the latter 
approach would be a more activity- 
oriented approach to parks than 
the current arrangement with parks 
maintenance in the public works 
department. He felt that cither 
approach had both positives and 
problems related to it and was, 
therefore, not inclined to recom ¬ 
mend any changes at this time. No 
one on council seemed eager to 
make this an issue either. 

Irving also wanted to spend $6,000 
for a used bus which he felt would 
be paid for out of summer day camp 
fees which now must be used for 
transportation costs. Giese did not 
believe that this item could be 
accurately depicted as a self-sup¬ 
porting item and it, therefore, was 
not included. 

Budget up 10% 

The total projected recreation and 
parks budget of $431,200 represents 
an increase of approximately $44,000 
or approximately 10%. This re¬ 
flects the increase in use of 
city recreation services and facili¬ 
ties—an increase last year of over 
10%, from approxmately 211,000 to 
approximately 235,000 persons serv¬ 
ed, 

More specifically t the increase is 
related primarily to two items: an 
increase in the Springhill Lake 
Center operating budget of approx¬ 
imately $20,000, which represents 
a full year of operation in contrast 
to just a partial year last year; 
and a request for two additional 
full-time recreation assistants —at 
$8,300 each — the cost for which will* 
be partially offset by reduced ex¬ 
penses for part-time help. 

Both Irving and Giese felt that 
it is not possible to adequately 
monitor the centers without having 
two paid staff persons on duty dur¬ 
ing activity hours, and that the 
city council had requested that the 
centers remain open longer to meet 
the needs of youth—particularly af¬ 
ter vandalism was experienced fol¬ 
lowing a shortening of activity 
hours. 

Council seemed to agree that the 
additional staff was needed, and 
this led .to the discussion about 
increasing income through making 
more recreation activities self-sup¬ 
porting. Irving agreed that it 
would be possible to put the entire 
recreation program on a self-sup¬ 
porting basis—that the consumer 
groups pay for the services through 
usage fees. 

However, this raises the question 
as to why citizens support public 
recreation—or, conversely, why, 
for example, the police department 
should not be expected to pay its 
way through fees. Council felt" 
that it is a matter which should 
be looked at over the next year 
due to its complexity.

To the Editor: 

Is Mr. Schwa-i implying that the 
News Review is unreliable, that 
the 15 April 76 report of the 12 
Arvil public hearing is completely 
false? The flyer he mentions ap¬ 
pears to me to be made up. to a 
large extent, from that issue of 
our local weekly. Re his rebuttal: 

1. NO PRIORITY FOR GREEN¬ 
BELT RESIDENTS - The item 
entitled “HOUSING SCORECARD” 
"Prince Georges County Hous'ng 
Authority . . . “Once the project 
Is constructed, this agency will ov¬ 
ersee the eligibility determination 
Of individuals for occupancy with 
respect to subsidy provisions” . . . 
Additionally, in column 5, 1st page 
- “Apparent!v the marketing plan 
can be directed to residents of 
Greenbelt but there can be NO 
RESIDENCY REQUIREMENT 
and no discriminatory provisions.” 
Discrimination does not necessar¬ 
ily mean race, it probably refers 
to non-residents in this instance. 

2 Everyone knows that the Su¬ 
preme Court decision will be bind¬ 
ing on all housing assistance pro¬ 
grams of HUD, regardless of any 
prior agreements, Fair Share or 
whate/er. Even HUD attorneys 
are trying to determine the impact 
on their programs, and Mr. Schwan 
is not an attorney. 

3. Again, .News Review “Upon 
quiSvioning from the audience, it 
was determined that if the project 
chd not prove economically feasible, 
the city would be financially lia¬ 
ble, “Regardless of the excellent 
record of other senior citizens pro¬ 
jects, the city’s record of cost ov¬ 
erruns and poor planning is well 
known to the taxpaying residents 
... If the city intends to provide 
all the pie in the sky that some per¬ 
sons have been led to believe, all 
the extraneous costs, even partial¬ 
ly paying for an addition to the 
Municipal building, It couldn’t pos¬ 
sibly be economically feasible. 

5. NONSENSE!! Section 8 pro¬ 
vides for contracts with private 
enterprise, (sponsor) and the sub¬ 
sidy provisions are the same, ex¬ 
cept that the private owner is 
guaranteed a reasonable profit, and 
it would make no difference what¬ 
ever in the rents subsidized occu¬ 
pants would pay . . . 

Seems to me Councilman Schwan 
should have taken his copy of 
CFR to the 12 April public hear¬ 
ing and “REBUTTED” the repre¬ 
sentatives of the other levels of 
government, not private citizens 
who believe what they heard there 
and published reports. Better still, 
maybe he should trade his CFR 
in on a copy of Section 8. Now the 
precedent has been set by Coun¬ 
cilman Schwan, let us hear from 
the rest of the members of coun¬ 
cil, especially the Mayor. 

Mr. Schwan is in error on At- 
tick Towers. “It is a 100% Federal 
project.” Constructed, owned and 
operated by the College Park Hou¬ 
sing Authority (PHA) which is 
funded by the Federal Govt., in¬ 
cluding the salaries of the PHA 
officials and the Manager. Source:

Referendum Not Necessary 

To the Editor: 

Just who are these “Concerned 
Citizens” who are so concerned 
for us, that they have been flood¬ 
ing Greenbelt with false and mis¬ 
leading scare stories about Sen¬ 
ior Citizen Housing? Their stor¬ 
ies have been clearly exposed as 
false on two separate occasions 
in the Greenbelt News Review, by 
a responsible elected public offic¬ 
ial. Why don’t they come out with 
their names so the rest of Green¬ 
belt can hold them accountable 
f r and question them about their 
statements? 

Now they are so concerned that 
they are pronosing to spend sev¬ 
eral thousand dollars of the tax¬

3. We don’t mind paying in our 
Federal income taxes for these 
Senior Citizen apartment build¬ 
ings all over the U.S. (including 
College Park, Takoma Park, Rock¬ 
ville, and others) - just so long 
as we can prevent you from get- 
ting one here ih Greenbelt to im¬ 
prove the quality of your life in 
your declining years.

For E. Roosevelt High 

The final testing for students in¬ 
terested in attending the Eleanor 
Roosevelt Senior High School Tech¬ 
nology Center in September 1976 
will be administered at Largo Sen¬ 
ior High School on Saturday, May 
15 at 8:30 a.m. 

Students wishing to bake this test 
must secure applications from any 
secondary school guidance office 
or contact the Berwyn Center at 
345-7500. These applications must 
be completed and presented for 
admittance at the testing session. 

Students will be notified on or 
before June 30 as to their accep¬ 
tance by Robert Ogden, principal 
of Eleanor Roosevelt Senior High. 

Space in Roosevelt’s comprehen¬ 
sive program has been reserved 
for 400 students under the “open 
enrollment” clause contained in 
the Board Resolution, adopted 
February 26, 1976. There are fixed 
boundaries for 655 tenth and elev¬ 
enth grade students, including 
Greenbelt Students. 

Ninth and tenth gredo students 
who do not reside within Roose¬ 
velt’s fixed boundaries may apply. 

The application period will rim 
from May 12 through May 28 and 
students will be accepted on. a 
first-come, first-served basis. The 
applications will be reviewed b ,T 
the personnel in the Office of Pupil 
Accounting and School Boundaries 
in the ord^r in which they are 
received. This review process is 
necessary to determine if the stu¬ 
dents enrolled under the “open en¬ 
rollment” clause would cause racial 
“tipping” at the senior high school 
that the student would normally at 
tend. This is in keeping with the 
Board Resolution, adopted May 26, 
1975, which states- that “no new 
school will open below 10% or a- 
bove 50% black or be permitted to 
go outside these guidelines during 
the first full year of its operation, 
nor will the opening of any new 
school be permitted to Up oth^r 
schools beyond those percentages.” 
Notification of acceptance wifi be 
mailed before the end of June,

PRAB Submits Reports 

The city’s ?ark and Recreation 
Advisory Board (PRAB), under the 
chairmanship, of Ronald Gtt, has 
been quite busy preparing reports 
for the council’s consideration. 
These reports will be coming up at 
the next meeting of council on Mon¬ 
day, May 17 hr considered at bud¬ 
get meetings. 

In a supplement to Report #3-76, 
PTtAB recommended that a season¬ 
al full-time enforcement officer for 
the Lake Park area be assigned 
to enforce parking and other regu ¬ 
lations relating to control of alco¬ 
hol, permits, boats, swimming, and 
pats. 

In Report #5-76. PRAB en¬ 
dorsed the development of parcel 
7 (adjacent to Boxwood Village) 
as a recreational area, including a 
layout plan that would provide for 
a combination baseball-football- 
soeeer field. In doing so, it sub¬ 
mitted a number of recommenda- 
ti&ns to assure that the develop¬ 
ment of parcel 7 does not impact 
upon Boxwood. 

The most significant new recom¬ 
mendation is the erection of a 
fence on the Lastner Lane side of 
the field, so that participants using 
the field who drive will park on 
Ridge Road and Crescent Road. 
Other recommendations include 
provisions for angular parking a- 
long Ridge Road, no field lights 
for night activities, retention of as 
many trees as possible, and restric¬ 
tions on organized activities in 
favor of youth and women’s pro¬ 
grams.

Rent Tax Hearing on May 19 

A May 19 public hearing has been 
scheduled for 1:30 p.m. in Upper 
Marlboro on legislation reimposing 
the apartment tax, this year at 
four rather than two percent. In¬ 
dwellings except those occupied by 
a tenant 60 or older, a family of 
six or more living in an apartment 
charging $275 or less monthly, and 
families receiving a housing subsi¬ 
dy other than military housing al¬ 
lowances. 

Apartments charging $165 month¬ 
ly or less and single-family homes 
that are rented are exempted, a- 
Jong with dwellings rented to those 
receiving public assistance from 
the county’s Department of Social 
Services, and to tenants perma¬ 
nently and totally disabled and 
earning less than $8,000 gross in¬ 
come annually. 

The tax is expected to net $7 
million this year.
